St. Louis, Jan. 29.—The annual 
report of B. F. Bush, as regional 
director of railroads for the South 
western division, to Director-Gen 
eral Hines, made public today, dis­

troop trains.

BOLSHEVISM IS 
CONDEMNED BY 
SAMUEL GOMPERS 


Washington, Jan. 29.—Writing in 
the current number of the Fedora- j 
tionist. official organ of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor. Samuel j 
Gompers 
condemns 
Bolshevism I 
“completely, finally 
and 
for all j 
time.’* 
The American labor leader de­ 
clares he doubts whether the prop­ 
aganda which emanates from the 
Bolshevist 
organization 
itself is 
more effective than that “conducted 
by those who claim to be entirely 
detached from Russian influence 
and Russian pay rolls.” 
He says 
he doubts whether publications is­ 
sued by Russian Bolshevist agents 
have as great an effect in America 
as those “which like to be known 
as * journals of opinion,’ such as the 
Nation, the Dial and the New Re­ 
public.” 
Gompers makes an extended ref­ 
erence to the arguments that the 
American people know little about 
what is going on in Russia and the 
argument that it is unfair and un­ 
wise to pass judgment. 
“It is not necessary,” says Gom­ 
pers, “for Americans to know at 
all times just what were the exact 
conditions in Germany before pass­ 
ing on the form of government ex­ 
isting in Germany. 
It was neces­ 
sary only to know what was the 
form of government 
and

operated

All 
the information necessary to the 
passing of judgment on Bolshevism 
and the system of government and 
as a state of society it at hand 
from sources that are authentic. 
“The plea of those misguided per­ 
sons in America who say ‘wait for 
facts before passing judgment’ is 
nothing more than an excuse which 
it is hoped will gain time for the 
Russian experiment and enable it 
to spread to other countries.” 
Quoting from the hew Bolshevist 
constitution, 
Gompers 
points out 
that while the Fifth Pan-Russian 
congress declares for a dictatorship 
of the proletariat and the poorest 
peasantry, a great portion of the 
peasantry is disfranchised and the 
largest Bolshevist estimate of the 
proletariat calculates them as only 
one-fifth of the number of peasants. 
Even a fairly prosperous working 
man, by this calculation. Gompers 
says, is not a proltariat. 
Bolshe­ 
vist statistics, he says, show that 
the Bolshevist minority does not 
even represent the masses of fac­ 
tory workers in Moscok, the Bol­ 
shevist stronghold.

COMMITTEE TO DRAFT 
REPUBLICAN PLATFORM 


MINIATURE STILLS ARE 
- 
SEIZED BY OFFICERS 
New York, Jan. 29.—The one-gal­ 
lon “kitchen still” is the newest an­ 
tiprohibition contrivance to make 
its appearance in New York, ac­ 
cording to J. J. Shevlin,. prohibi­ 
tion enforcement officer. He declar­ 
ed that a manufacturer who has 
been identified carried on a thriv­ 
ing business in the sale of the de­ 
vice at $6 apiece. In raids through­ 
out the city many of the miniature 
stills were seized. 
This was the 
first intimation the agents had of 
the plan to install whisky-making 
apparatus in homes 
on a 
wide 
scale. 
The “kitchen still” is a large tin 
pan, similar to those used in res­ 
taurants for baking rice and bread 
puddings, he said. A high, bulging 
cover of tin has been soldered over 
it and a rubber tube leads from the 
large pan. 
Inside of this pan is a 
small tin “worm” the size of a pen­ 
cil. 
From the small pan also runs 
a rubber tube. 
“Give it a mash that will produce 
whisky.” remarked an agent, “and 
the tin pan will do its part.” 
Shevlin announced that it is un­ 
lawful for any person who is not 
connected with a chemical labora­ 
tory to possess one of the stills. 
He advised everybody who bought 
one to surrender it immediately.

WORE UNIFORM 
OF OFICER FOR 
FIFTY-FOUR YEARS 


McKinney, Texas, Jan. 29.—Forty- 
four years in th uniform of an of­ 
ficer in the United States arm y end­ 
ed for Brigadier General W illiam S. 
Scott, commander 
of Fort 
Sam 
Houston, at San Antonio, when he 
relinquished command of the post 
recently in favor of General Charles 
H. Treat, and retired from the ser­ 
vice under the age limit of 64 years. 
General Scott is one of the best 
known officers in the Southwest. 
He is 'a native-boorn Texan, born in 
Collin county, at Melisa, six miles 
north of McKinney. 
He was com­ 
mander of the first officers’ train­ 
ing camp at Leon Springs, where 
he instructed in the art of war the 
volunteer business and professional 
men from every part of the state. 
General Scott 
was 
graduated 
from W est Point in 1880 and from 
the infantry and cavalry school in 
1887. 
From 1890 to 1894 he served 
as regim ental adjutant and during 
the Spanish-American walt was as­ 
sistant adjutant gneral of the 7th 
Army Corps. 
He also in 1898 was 
adjutant general in the Porto Rican 
campaign. 
In 190S lie graduated from the 
I Army W ar college and from 1910 
j to 1913 he served as assistant ad­ 
ju ta n t general of Texas. 
In 1902- 
11903 he served as assistant adjutant 
I general at 
headquarters of 
the 
Philippine division and from 1913 
to 191G wras adjutant of the F irst 
Cavalry Brigade and in charge of 
m ilitia affairs in the southern de­ 
partm ent. 
He organized and com­ 
manded the 16th Cavalry in 1916-17 
and in the latter year was called 
from a border post to take charge 
of the first officers’ training camp 
at Leon Springs. 
The same year he was made a 
brigadier general in the national 
army, and then, despite th at he 
wa6 more than 60 years of age, he 
was one of the few generals order­ 
ed to serve in France. 
General Scott’s future plans have 
not been announced, but it is ex­ 
pected that he and Mrs. Scott will 
rem ain in San Antonio.

sage, as made public by M artens, 
said . 
“We were met at the soviet bor­ 
der and at Petrograd with trem en­ 
dous enthusiasm h. 
Our reception 
was inspiring. 
Enjoying th hospi­ 
tality of Petrograd, the deportees 
are quartered at Smolny institute. 
They will be sent to work wherev­ 
er they desire. 
The people here 
are cold and hungry, but their spir­ 
it and devotion are marvelous.
